hurch, for the following Reafons. 1. Becaufe 
it is Univerfally agreed, and the exprefs Teftimony 


of Ruffinus makes it undeniable, that this Article 


was neither in the Apoftles Creed, nor in any 
Creed Greek or Latin, Publick or Private till 400 
Years after Chrift: Which Omiffion amounts to a 
plain acknowledgment of thofe Primitive Doétors 
of the Church, that this was no Fundamental Ar- 
ucle of Faith, and confequently not to be inferted 
in a brief Summary of Articles undoubtedly Fund- 
amental and Neceffary to Salvation. 2. Thefe 
Words, He Defcended into Hell, are no where to be 
found exprefly in Scripture, nor by any undoubted 
~onfequence are they drawn from thence. Of 
the Three Texts that have been generally thoughr 
of the greateft Validity to Confirm this Article, 
Wo are proved inf{ufficient by the Learned Bitho 
Pearfon, Therefore the only place in which thefe 
Vords can with any tolerable Appearance be {aid 
to be Virtually contained is that ob{cure Paffage in 
the Pfalms applied by St. Peter, Thou wilt not leave 
my Soulin Hell, neither wilt thou fuffer thy Holy One 


to fee Corruption ; in which the fame Learned Pre- 
lace acknowledges and by ‘evival Inftances proves 
that the Werds which the //a/mift uled in Hebrew, 
and the Apoftle in Greek, and «hich are TranQlated 
Soul and Hel do in fome orher places of Scripture 
fignify the Body and the G av-, and are fo Tranf- 
lated. So that it is not ce tain that any other 
Thing czn be Concluded frm this, than that 
Chrift’s Body Defcended ir:o she Grave, which is 
no more than that he was Bb -ri-.¢; a Tautology not 
to be admitced into a Brie? Sxunmary of Chriftian 
Faith! And it is obfervabl: thar when this 
Article of Chrift’s Defcent :nt2 Hell, was firft ad- 


mitted into the Creed, tha’ cf his Burszi was o- 


mitted, fince they were lcok 4 upon as Synoni- 
mous Expreffions. To the!s ‘veafons for havin 
this Articie left out of the C eed, we muft take the 
Freedom to add 3.4.5. That it is only a Form of 
Words without any Definit. o: Diftin@ meaning. 
Our Church bas Nakedly them but left 
the Senfe of them undermiecd. And the Expofiti- 
ons of Divines both Protestaut and Popifh, upon 
them are fo many and fo a‘tly different, that it 
woud be Difficult to find .°: emper for Recon- 
ciling thea different and ever Contradictory Opini- 
ons.
